The 
judges returned a 'unanimous de- 
cision 4n favor of the affirmative, 
and the Vote of the Society upheld 
the decision of the judges. 

Miss Barbour read an interesting 
number of the News. The next 
meetoig will be held on March 28d, 
when the regular election of of- 
ficers will' take place.
